Post Observes 
1st Peacetime 
Thanksgiving 


Camp Anza will observe its 
first peacetime Thanksgiving 
tomorrow, playing host to 
more than 8700 returning 
Pacific veterans. 

With facilities prepared to ac¬ 
commodate more than 10,775 
GIs, officers, debarkees and 
guests, special Thanksgiving din¬ 
ners have been planned for the 
camp’s mess halls. 

Menus, as announced by Major 
Robert E. Ragan, Camp Mess Of¬ 
ficer, include everything from 
roast turkey, dressing, and cran¬ 
berry sauce to pumpkin pie, ice 
cream and nuts. 

At the hospital mess, where 
hospital detachment funds are 
available, even cigars and cig¬ 
arettes will be provided diners. 
Biggest in History 
Officers in charge indicate ev¬ 
erything is in readiness for the 
biggest Thanksgiving observance 
in Camp Anza history. 

Plans include the use of table 
linen and appropriate Thanksgiv¬ 
ing table decorations whenever 
possible. Fruits, nuts, and candy 
will be used to trim the tables 
and at the hospital special sou¬ 
venir menus have been printed 
for Medics and guests. 

8,724 Debarkees Here 
An expected 8,724 debarkees 
will be guests of the camp at 
dinner, many of the returning 
veterans eating their first real 
Thanksgiving banquet in three 
years. Arriving yesterday aboard 
the ships Kota Baroe, Custer, 
Marine Jumper, Emily Weder, 
Shelby, and Yarmouth, the bat-

330 Tagged 
For Discharge 
Next 2 Weeks 


8,000 Phone 
Calls Made 
Here Daily 


Approximately 330 Camp Anza 
enlisted men have plenty for 
which to be thankful this Thanks¬ 
giving. Within two weeks they 
will be released from the service 
under the new demobilization 
schedule announced last week by 
the WD. All will be discharged 
at the Camp Haan Separation 
Center and receive five cents a 
mile travel pay to their points of 
induction. 

The parade to the separation 
center will start Friday when 
GIs of TC Detachments, 2, 3, 5 
and 6 and the Medics, who were 
POWS for 60 or more days, will 
leave. They will be followed by 
POWs from SCU 3955 and TC 
Detachment 1 on Sunday. Anza 
has more than 70 POWs. 

Shortly after December first 
approximately 238 GIs who have 
ASR scores of 55 to 59 will em¬ 
bark on the civilian road, along 
with 21 others who are eligible 
for discharge by virtue of four 
years in the service. 

Approximately 40 Camp Anza 
officers with 73 or more points 
or four years and three months 
honorable service will become 
eligible for separation also on 
December first. 


average is more than 8,UUU, witn 
some peak days topping 9,000, 
Chief Operator Mrs. Winnie Conn 
pointed out. The October aver¬ 
age was 8500 while the Novem¬ 
ber average to date is somewhat 
higher. 

Camp Anza’s telephone service 
now operates 24 hours a day, 
with heaviest telephoning be¬ 
tween 0900 and 1000 and 1600 
and 1700, it was revealed. . The 
local exchange handles about the 
same number of calls as a city 
the size of Corona. 

The Camp now has 380 tele¬ 
phones and 10 outside lines to 
Riverside. Number of phones on 
the Post has steadily increased, 
although allotment requirements 
curtail the total that could be in¬ 
stalled. 

Long distance business calls 
have also doubled within the past 
five months, Mrs. Conn, who has 
been with the local exchange 
since it was activated iri Septem¬ 
ber, 1942, said. From an average 
of 80 daily calls the number has 
jumped to approximately 150. 
These include calls on special 
Army-leased lines. 

Eleven operators now work the 
large boards as compared to three 
when the exchange first opened. 

Mrs. Conn also revealed the 
total number of calls placed each 
month. In July 151,876 calls were 
made. In August the total was 
189,504, in September 171,457 and 
in October 203,092.

Transcon debarkees awaiting 
planes East will also be feted at 
special dinners, as will all em- 
barkees at Camp Haan, Major 
Ragan announced. 

Debarkees en route to separa 
tion centers will have pre-cooked 
turkey dinners, the turkey pre¬ 
pared here before entraining, 
Major Ragan said. 

Capt. Irving D. Putterman, 
Hospital Mess Officer, is also ex¬ 
pecting to be host to more than 
300 debarking nurses at the hos¬ 
pital officers’ mess. 

Purchase Turkeys 

More than 11,000 pounds of 
turkeys have been purchased and 
readied for the occasion, it was 
announced. An estimated 150 pat¬ 
ients at the hospital will also re¬ 
ceive Thanksgiving dinner with 
all the trimmings. 

Because of the large number 
of complement personnel and 
guests, the dinner tomorrow will 
be served cafeteria style. Messes 
will open at 1200, Major Ragan 
declared. 

Each officer, enlisted person, 
or civilian employee regularly 
eating at one of the camp’s mess 
halls may have as guests tomor¬ 
row immediate members of his 
or her family and not to exceed 
one friend, Major Ragan pointed 
out. 

Guests and military and civil¬ 
ian employees who are not sub¬ 
sisted regularly in the camp 
messes will be charged 75 cents 
per meal. 

Civilian Holiday- 

Tomorrow will be an official 
holiday for civilian workers at 
Camp Anza but not necessarily 
so for officers and enlisted per¬ 
sonnel, it was announced. Num¬ 
ber of troops at camp necessit¬ 
ates duty for most complement 
personnel. Men not needed, how¬ 
ever, will be given a holiday. 

Class A uniforms will be worn 
at the Thanksgiving messes, de¬ 
tachment commanding officers 
announced. 

Officers and enlisted men 
bringing guests to the dinners 
should entertain their guests at 
the mess halls at which they 
regularly eat, Major Ragan, said. 

Religious Services 

The Thanksgiving holiday will 
also be observed religiously at 
Camp Anza. Catholic Mass will 
be read at 0730 by Chaplain Ray¬ 
mond G. Welter in the hospital 
chapel. 

An open house will be held 
tomorrow afternoon at the Red 
Cross Recreation Center at the 
hospital, according to Miss Clarice 
Callaghan. A motion picture will 
also be presented in the evening 
for patients. 

No special entertainment pro¬ 
gram has been planned at Ser¬ 
vice Club 1 because of the large 
number of debarkees. 

A Thanksgiving dance was 
held last night at Service Club 
1 with hostesses from Ontario, 
Riverside, and Arlington attend¬ 
ing. The camp dance orchestra 
provided the music.

Civilians Eligible for Awards 
For Meritorious Service Here 

As outlined in Camp Headquarters Memorandum No. 56 
entitled, “Civilian Awards Policy,” civilian employes working 
at Camp Anza are eligible for certain awards in recognition 
of their service to this installation. 

A meritorious civilian serviced 
award may be presented for out¬ 
standing service in line of duty 
or for receipt of a cash award 
based on a suggestion resulting 
in substantial economy in the 
use of personnel, materials, or 
equipment. 

Emblems for exceptional civil¬ 
ian service may be presented to 
currently employed civilian em¬ 
ployees who have performed ex¬ 
ceptional meritorious service 
within and beyond the call of 
duty such as: 

1. Developed and improved me¬ 
thods and procedures or made in¬ 
ventions which accomplished re¬ 
sults for the War Department. 

2. Exhibited considerable cour¬ 
age in the face of danger which 
resulted in the saving of human 
life or property. 

3. Performing of some other 
outstanding service not covered 
by the foregoing. 

Classified graded civilian em¬ 
ployes are eligible for meritor¬ 
ious within-grade salary increas¬ 
es upon recommendation by their 
supervisor wherein the following 
elements are evident: 

1. An act or service in the 
public interest. 

2. Related to the employe’s po¬ 
sition or employment. 

3. Over and above normal job 
requirements. 

4. Of an unusual or distinctive 
character. 

5. That serves as an incentive 
to others. 

All requests for meritorious 
salary increases or emblems for 
meritorious or exceptional serv¬ 
ice will be forwarded through 
channels to the War Department 
Civilian Awards Board for re¬ 
view, evaluation and recommen¬ 
dation to the Secretary of War, 
who will render final decision. 

Branch or section chiefs and 
all supervisors are urged to rec¬ 
ommend civilian employes whom 
they consider qualified for meri¬ 
torious pay increases or an em¬ 
blem for meritorious or excep¬ 
tional service to the Chiefs Civ¬ 
ilian Personnel Branch at Gamp 
Anza. 

Ungraded civilian employes 
will be promoted to a higher step 
wage rate within the grade as 
a reward for outstanding per¬ 
formance of duty. Supervisors 
and officers in charge are author¬ 
ized and encouraged to officially 
commend civilian employes who 
perform exceptional service or 
are outstanding in any aspect of 
job performance. The commen¬ 
dation may be oral or in writing. 

If the commendation is written, 


copy will be routed to the Civil¬ 
ian Personnel Branch for inclu¬ 
sion in the 201 Personnel Record 
File of the civilian employe.

The Army will lose one of its 
most expensive privates come 
December 1. He is Pvt. Jacob B. 
Trout of TC Detachment One, 
father of nine children. They 
live in Kennett, Missouri. 

Pvt. Trout, who has had a de¬ 
pendency discharge request turn¬ 
ed down at four camps including 
Anza, was all smiles when the 
WD announced last week that 
enlisted personnel with three ojtf^ 
more children under 18 years 
age dependent upon them may be 
discharged upon request starting 
December 1. 

“I am going to put in my re¬ 
quest at the first opportunity’’ 
said the 36 year old private who 
has been in the army nine months. 

His nine offspring range in age 
from one to 12 years old. Included 
are two sets of twins, boys who 
are five and girls who are three. 
Before he was drafted and sent 
to Fort Knox for basic training 
with a tank outfit, he operated 
his own garage in Kennett. 

Pvt. Trout became an embarkee 
when he landed in Anza but the 
WD very opportunely lowered 
the shipping points to 36 while 
he was here. “When my CO said 
all men with three children fall 
out I fell out fast” said Trout. 

He was put into the casual de¬ 
tachment and eventually assigned 
to station complement here. 

His wife collects $240 monthly 
in family allotments. Pvt. Trout 
gets $11.40 at the pay table on 
the last day of each month. He 
invests in a $10 bond monthly 
and has the limit of national ser¬ 
vice life insurance.

Jimmie Braddock Stops Here; 
Picks Conn to Take Joe Louis 

Big Captain James J. Braddock, former heavyweight 
boxing champ of the world, was reading a newspaper as he 
walked toward the officers' club. 

So intent on reading, the Transportation Corps officer, 
once at the top of the boxing^ 
world, hardly heard the Zip re¬ 
porter as he braked his scooter 
to a stop behind him. 

Peering around his shoulder 
(Braddock is much too tall to 
look over his shoulder) the Zip 
reporter discovered what the 
famous ex-pugilist was perusing 
—“Braddock Likes Conn.” 

“Think Conn will really take 
Louis?” the reporter interjected, 

Braddqck looked up “Sure he 
will. Just* like it says here. Conn 
is a younger fellow and should be 
able to get in shape much easier 
than Louis. The older you get 
the harder it is to attain physical 
condition.” 

Although 40 years of age Brad¬ 
dock still looks rugged and 
weighs 235. He debarked Satur¬ 
day from the Navy transport L. 

S. V. Ozark at the Los Angeles 
Port of Embarkation. 

“I got 78 points” said Braddock, 
grinning as much as to say he is 
going to be discharged.

X. Adler supplies the answers to 
the common questions being ask¬ 
ed by prospective Regular Army 
soldiers, as follows: 

Q —Can I reenlist for a specific 
post of my choosing? 

A—A soldier may be enlisted 
for three years to fill his own 
vacancy in his present organiza¬ 
tion. If he does not desire re¬ 
assignment to his present organiz¬ 
ation he may reenlist for the 
theater and arm or service of his 
choosing but not a specific post. 
Assignment is made by the Re¬ 
ception Center to which he re¬ 
ports after reenlistment furlough. 
Enlistments for a period less than 
three years are enlisted as “un¬ 
assigned” and have no choice of 
arm or service, theater, and may 
not be reenlisted for his present 
organization. % 

Q—I am a pfc and have been 
on active duty since October 1940. 
How much enlistment allowance 
do I get? 

A—$250. $50 for each completed 
year of active duty regardless of 
grade. 

Q—I am a S-Sgt. and intend to 
reenlist in April, 1946. Can I re¬ 
enlist in my present grade, and 
if so would it be a permanent 
regular Army grade? 

A—You must reenlist prior to 
1 February 1946 to be reenlisted 
in your present grade. Such grade 
will be a permanent grade in the 
Regular Army. However, in the 
event you are promoted subse¬ 
quent to your reenlistment and 
before the end of the current em¬ 
ergency and six months, such pro¬ 
motion would be temporary. 

Q—I am an AUS Officer and 
have requested to be retained on 
active duty for another year, and 
upon release I expect to enlist 
in the Regular Army as an en¬ 
listed man. In what grade may I 
be enlisted and is there any time 
limit? 

A—You may enlist in the Reg¬ 
ular Army in the 1st grade (1st 
Sgt. or M-Sgt) provided you en¬ 
list by 3 April, 1947. 

q— i am a corporal with three 
years service; I have had over¬ 
seas service and am living ap¬ 
proximately. 1000 miles from 
Camp Anza. How much money 
would I receive at time of dis¬ 
charge and when I get to the Re¬ 
ception Center after completion 
of my reenlistment furlough? 

A—At time of discharge you 
would receive: 

$150.00 reenlistment allowance. 

$ 50.00 travel pay (approx.) 

$300.00 mustering out pay 

At Reception Center you would 
receive: 

$ 59.30 furlough ration allow¬ 
ance 

$207.90 3 'fno. pay while on fur¬ 
lough. 

$767.20 total. 

The above amount does not in¬ 
clude any extra pay for awards 
and family allowances that would 
continue upon reenlistment.
